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Nawaz for po 
solution of Afghan issue 



ISLAMABAD (PPI) — Prime 
Minister Mohammad Nawaz Slia- 
rif has observed that a conflict in 
the Gulf will be disastrous for the 
entire region, particularly the Ma- 
mie world. Therefore, it was essen- 
tial for the international commu- 
nity to find a peaceful solution in 
accordance with Security Council 
resolutions. 

In his inaugural address to the 
trilateral meeting of the foreign 
ministers of fran, Turkey and 
Pakistan here on Thursday. Mian 
Nawaz Sharif said that Pakistan 
believed the security of the Gulf 
must be the responsibility of the 
countries of the region. He was of 
the view that the countries of the 
Gulf Co-operation Council (GCC) 
and Iran. Turkey and Pakistan 
should consult one another for the 
purpose. 

The prime minister also expres- 
sed his views on Afghanistan, 
Kashmir and anti-Muslim riots in 
India. He expressed the confi- 
dence that the deliberations in the 
tiilatcrat meeting would enable 
the foreign ministers to recom- 
mend policy options which would 
save the region from war. 

Thfe prime minister reiterated 
Pakistan's stance on Gulf crisis 
saying that Iraq must withdraw 
unconditionally from Kuwait and 
allow restoration of the legitimate 
gcfvernment of Kuwait. 
. He said that if the international 
comtnunity wire to condone the 
Iraqi annexation of Kuwait all vul- 
nerable states would be at the 
mercy of their powerful neigh- 
bours. 

He said that the contingent of 
troops was sent to Saudi Arabia for 
its defence adding that it was under 
Saudi command and it was a sym- 
bol of P8kht«n*$ determination 
4hat it was opposed to aggression. 

He sai^'that there should be a 
comprehensive political settle- 
ment in Afghanistan which was 
acceptable to its people so that its 
independent, sovereign. Islamic 
and non-aligned character, was 
fully restored. 

' The prime minister drew the att- 
ention of the foreign ministers 
^\)wards the Kashmir issue and said 
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the people of occupied Janimu and 
Kashmir had been denied their 
right to self-determination for 
more than four decades and were 
now waging struggle against 
Indian occupation. He said the 
only peaceful and just solution lay 
hi holding a fair and impartial ple- 
Uscite in Kashmir which was also 
in the spirit of the Simla agree- 
ment. 

He said that during 1990 alone 
more than 3,000 Kashmiris were 
itilled and thousands injured by 
the security forces while there 
were ^ heart-rending accouiits of 
violation of humaii rights' Harrated 
by thousands of refugees who have 
fled the valley. The security forces 
were also burning down entiie 
localities to oeny Kahsmiri men. 
women and children a roof over 
their heads during the harsh win- 
ter. 

He said there was deep concern 
in the Islamic world over the wave 
of anti-Muslim riots in India insti- 



gated by an extremist organisation 
which appeared determined to 
spread communal hatred in India. 

Nawaz Sharif said that India's 
systematic campaign to destroy the 
historical Babri Mosque ^nd to 

build a temple in its place had 
deeply injured the Muslim feelings 
all over the world. 1 he Indians, he 
said, had also announced plans to 
convert thousands of mosques into 
temples, i 

He expressed his delight over 
the reinvigoration of the Econo- 
mic Co-operation Organisation ' 
^( ECO) ami underlined the need to ' 
. take steps to ensttte that EC6 
became a vehicle for sustaiiied 
economic developttient in its mem- 
ber countries. 

Earlier, Foreign Minister. Sah- 
abzada Yaqub Ali Khan said that it 
was a unique privilege to wclcoine 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif to 
the meeting of the foreign mini- 
sters. He said that Iraq's aggres- 



sion against Kuwait and its wide- 
ranging and grave repercussions 
were a cause of the most serious 
concern to the three countries. 
Developments in the Gulf, had 
therefore remained in the fore- 
front of 'our preoccupations'. 

According to APP Prime Mini- 
ster Nawaz Sharif praised the bro- 
therly ties between the three Mus- 
lim countries. He said no greater 
proof of their brotherly ties could 
be offered thftn the friendly and 
ho^tiriile treatment given to 
more than 35,000 Pakistanis who 
travelled overland through Turkey 
and Irari bti their way to Pakistan 
frotti ltw| isd occupied Kuwait. 

Nawaz Sharif said that the desire 
of the respective governments and 
people to strengthen their rela- 
tions in the economic sphere had 
led to the establishment of RCD in 
the sixties, which was revived in 
1985 as the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Organisation.

An overview on developments

The recent past witnessed rather 
brisk political activities on the part 
of Najib's administration and step- 
ped-up military activities on the 
part of Afghan mujahideen. 

The Kabul ruler taking the poli- 
tical initiative unexpectedly das- 
hed to Geneva and on the heel of it 
he made a one hour stopover in 
mushad (Iran), for what he called 
parleys with the Afghan opposi- 
tion, while, initially. Teheran air 
port was planned for his landing by 
the Iranian authorities, according 
to Jamhuri Islami, an official news 
paper of the government of Iran. 

Najib's visit to Geneva coinci- 
ded with an exceptionally cohesive 
and well co-ordinated military 
operations by the mujahideen 
commenced on November 19 
against the regime; another large 
scale attempt on the pattern of 
Jalalabad operations. The diffe- 
rence of this military offensive 
with the Jalalabad operation was 
in the following respects. The 
Jalalabad operation started inad- 
vertently after the Samarkhel gar- 
rison surrendered to the mujahi- 
deen of NIFA under Gailani, the 
pro-West and pro-monarchy 
mujahideen leader. The other par- 
ties of the resistance dithered to 
take part in the operations in the 
first stages ofthe battle for Jalal- 
abad. However, by and large the 
Jalalabad operation was the first 
conventional set-piece battle on 
the part of mujahideen which was 
used by the west as a pretext to 
change both their attitude and 
policies towards Afghanistan". 

The Jalalabad operation conked 
out mainly due to the fact that the 
U.S. suddenly cut off her military 
supply to the mujahideen who had 
captured the Jalalabad airbase 6 
km away from downtown of Jalal- 
abad. The U.S. cut short its supply 
as she did not wish the mujahideen 
to win the war militarily. The U.S. 
only wanted the military opera- 
tions to the extent to facilitate the 
way for such a political solution 
which ensured the interests of the 
her and not that of the Afghan 
: people. The Americans believed if 
I the mujahideen won the battle 
i militarily, then they would not be 
able to manipulate the issue to its 
own interests. 

In spite of the aforementioned 
facts there is no article written in 
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the Western print media or com- 
mentary telecast by their electro- 
nic media in which the battle for 
one city (Jalalabad) is not counted 
as the defeat of the battle for a 
whole country with 30 provinces 
and more than two dozen big 
cities. 

The stark difference of the 
November 19, operations with the 
Jalalabad battld is that no party or 
its commanders particularly those 
contributing in these operations 
claim to be conquering any town; 
although the whole operation even 
before it was launched was dubbed 
as the operation for taking Kabul 
by the Western newsmen based in 
Kabul. While the fact of the matter 
is that this operation is a precursor 
for the decisive operations on the 
capital Kabul. 

The other marked variance of 
these operations with the Jalal- 
abad operation is that the plan- 
ning, supplies and logistics of these 
operations are done by ex-Afghan 
army officers no less in rank than 
brigadiers. In planning for these 
operations, Kabul province and 
the surrounding provinces of Pak- 
tia, Logar, Ghazni, Wardak-Mai- 
dan, Parwaii and Laghman have 
been divided into 5 zones each 
commanded by local commanders 
assisted by the aforementioned ex- 
Afghan army officers. 

The strategy of these operations 
is to tighten the noose around 
Kabul city and other major towns 
in the mentioned provinces by cut- 
ting off the supply routes of the 
regime, decapacitating the regime 
airbases to delink Afghanistan 
aerially with USSR in order to 
hamper Soviet economic and mili- • 
tary airlifts the belleagured 
regime. The purpose of operations 
is to break the oft-taunted stale- 
mate and to debunk the claims of 
the regime saying the mujahideen 
have been pushed back to the 
Pakistan borders and ultimately to 
pave the way for an all-out and 
decisive strike against Kabul. 

These operations which are pay- 
ing dividends militarily were plan- 
ned by Hekmatyar, the chief of 
Hezb-i-Islami who is also tlie com- 
mander-in-chief of these opera- 
tions some 6 months back. The 



idea was proposed to. all other par- 
ties and commanders. The Jamiat- 
i-Islami under Prof. Rabbani and 
Harakat Inqilabi Islami under 
Maulavi Mohammadi gave their 
unequivocal support to these ope- 
rations and said they would supp- 
ort any move against the regime at 
any time or season. The Shura-e- 
Nazar, supervisory council of the 
north under a weli-known Jamiat 
commander Ahmad Shah Masood 
agreed with the plan but said it 
should be put off until next spring. 
However, the head of the Shurai- 
Sartasari, an American-establis- 
hed commanders Shura Maulvi 
Jalaluddin Haqani, rejected all out 
operations against the regime in 
the winter. Maulvi Khalis had con- 
ditioned his support to the fact that 
it should not be led by HIA of 
Hekmatyar, but must be led by 
AIG. Gailani and Mujaddadi, the 
two-pro American leaders who 
allegedly have understanding with 
the Kabul regime dismissed these 
operations on the plea it will kill 
many people in Kabul. 

The leadership of HIA after 
strenous efforts only could elicit 
the support of JI Prof. Rabbani 
and Mohammad Nabi Moham- 
madi Harakati Islami of Ryatullah 
Mohsini and more than a dozen of 
commanders of different parties 
around Kabal and launched its first 
ever well co-ordinated attack. 

These operations have taken the 
regime forces offguarded and have 
put them in a fix as this time they 
could not mobilise all its might in 
one direction as the operation is 5- 
pronged. As a result of these ope- 
rations the Kabul-Logar, Paktia- 
Kabul, Kabul-Parwan, the Salang 
and Hairatan highways are off and 
on cut off, the Bagram airbase, the 
biggest in the country is paralysed 
and scores of regime security belts 
and posts were dismantled. 

In spite of all these spectacular 
achievements the Zionist control- 
led media in the West which claims 
to be free has remained tfghtlip- 
ped. The success of these opera- 
tions could be measured by the fact 
that the commanders' Shura under 
Maulvi Haqani who was deadly 
against the operations in the win- 
ter season gave a hurriedly called 



press conference and attributed all 
the gains of these operations to his 
Shura of the commanders. Haq- 
qani is one of those commanders 
who is in the good books of the 
West. Previously, in all operations 
conducted by any party against 
Khost, Haqqani did not hesitate to 
claim those operations to his own 
credit. 

The operation of November 19, 
has had far-reaching implications 
for jihad. The very operations sent 
shock waves in not only Kabul but, 
Washington, Moscow and 
Teheran. The reason why the U.S. 
and USSR be opposed to the mili- 
tary operations led by the so-called 
fundamentalists doesn't need 
explanation. However, it's very 
intriguing that the Iranian govern- 
ment be opposed to it. The Iranian 
media like that of- the Western 
media tried to link these opera- 
tions to the pro-American shura, 
on the one hand and on the other 
hand the Iranian authorities allo- 
wed Najib to land in Mashhad 
where he had one hour meeting 
with Ali Basharati, the deputy for- 
eign minister and many reports 
also speak of Mujaddidi's meeting 
with Najib in Mashhad in the pre- 
sence of Basharati and Mazarai, 
spokesman of Hezb-i-Wahdat a 
pro-Irian Shia party based in 
Teheran. There were also reports 
in the Western media that Gailani 
met Najib in Geneva in the pre- 
sence of Prince Abdul Wali, the 
son-in-law of the deposed Afghan 
king, Zahir Shah. 

The role of President Rafsanjani 
who claims to be the "leader" of 
the Islamic Vmmah is highly 
dubious and devious. Thfc recent 
voltface by the government of 
Rafsanjani has caused indignation 
in the the Mujahideen circles. For 
the last-years Iran has warmed up 
its reaction towards with Najib. 
The Iranian diplomats are atten- 
ding ail government functions in 
Kabul. Moreover, there are co- 
operations on the intelligence 
front between the two govern- 
ment. An Afghan pilot, from Tak- 
har province who landed his plane 
last year in Iran in a bid to defect 
was interrogated by Khad inside 
Iran and extracted all sensitive 
informations from him about his 
friends in the airforce who also 
intended to defect.

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PAK-AFGHAN DISCORD: 
A HISTORICAL 
PERSPECTIVE by 
Mehrunnisa Ali (Documents 
1855-1979), Pakistan Study 
Centre, University of Karachi, 
1990.

Ever since the creation of 
Pakistan, Pak-Afghan relations 
have generally remained ' 
strained. So, to understand the 
nature of confrontation, it is 
essential to delve into the past, 
place facts in their true historical 
perspective and then suggest 
remedial measures. Keeping 
these factors in mind. Ms 
Mehrunnisa Ali embarked on 
reproducing wide-ranging 
documents whose number is no 
less than 278. She has drawn these 
documents from British, Afghan, 
Indian and Pakistani sources. 
They encompass a period 
stretched over rnore than a 
century, i.e., 1855-1979. Precise 
and authentic maps have also 
been included in the book. These 
have enhanced manifold the 
quality and substance of this 
study. 

Ms Ali's work not only provides 
an indepth analysis of the genesis 
of the problem, but also enables 
the readers to comprehend the 
different points of view of two 
sides— Afghanistan and Pakistan 
— regarding the issue. An added 
quality of the book lies in its 
presenting the viewpoints of 
contending parties. These relate 
to the events and developments 
that have bedevilled their mutual 
ties. 



Ms Ali not only explains the 
documents buf also analyses the' 
causes of the rift. In the process, 
she refers to the future 
possibilities of cordial Pak- 
Afghan relations. Things as they 
are, the chances of goodwill are 
not bleak. However, these are not 
that promising either. The future 
prospects will primarily depend 
on the solution of the existing 
conflict. 

Looking back, the book reveals 
that primarily the dispute evolves 
round the fate of the Durand Line. 
She says that in the past, Kabul 
always disputed the legitimacy of 
the Line, saying that it was not ary 
international boundary and that 
the Pukhtoon areas historically 
belonged to Afghanistan. These 
have never formed an integral 
past of India and, thirdly, being a 
separate national entity, the 
Pukhtoons should be given the 
right of self-determination so as 
to carve out their political future. 
The Afghans claim that the 1947 
referendum was unjust, since it . 
excluded the option for 
independence. 

Pakistan has categorically 
rejected these Afghan claims. It 
maintains that the Durand Line is 
an international frontier 
established in 1893 by a freely 
negotiated agreement. It has 
since been recognised by the 
world community. Incidentally, 
the boundaries once freely 
negotiated, laid down and 
accepted by both parties become 
facts of international law and as 
such cannot be subsequently 
denounced unilaterally, 

As for the separate entity of thej 
Pukhtoons, it might be argued 
that if linguistic and ethnic 



affinities are accepted as the 
criteriarfor the creation of an " 
independent state, then the ' 
legitimacy of pluralistic and 
heterogeneous Afghanistan itself 
can be questioned. Concerning 
the Pukhioon's right of self- 
determination, Pakistan asserts 
that it has been exercised by a 
majority, well over 50 per cent of 
the Pukhtoons, in the 1947 
referendum. It has also been 
officially stated that if Kabul is 
genuinely interested in their 
rights, then it should grant the 
same to its own Pukhtoon citizens 
to ascertain their wishes whether 
they want to stay within 
Afghanistan or join with the 
relatively well-off majoritv 
Pukhtoons in Pakistan. 

Kabul's stand lacks coherence 
and consistency and this is 
apparent from its policy • 
modifications made from time to 
time to suit the requirements of 
party in power. Initially, it 
demanded for the return of the 
NWFP and the Pukhtoon areas to 
the "mother" country. Since the 
Pukhtoon areas, as contended by 
Kabul, were "separated by the 
military force of a colonial power 
from their fatherland, 
Afghanistan, they should be 
brought back to the fold. But 
lacking in strength, Kabul 
abandoned the same and 
advocated instead an 
independent "Pukhtoonistan". 
Similar anomaly can be seen with 
regard to its professed 
commitment to the right of 
self-determination. Originally, 
Kabul demanded this right for the 
Pukhtoons only, but now it seeks 
similar right foi» the Balochis to 
secure facilities for an access to 



the sea. 

The "Pukhtoonistan" issue has 
become a corner stone of Afghan 
foreign policy since the inception 
of Pakistan. The tenactiy of the 
propaganda has not maintained a 
uniform level, but has varied in 
keeping with the changing . 
internal and external situations. 
," "The'auThor mentibrfedLihre^'' 
important facts underlying 
encouraging prospects for the 
future. First, despite its non- 
recognition of the border, 
Afghanistan had not resorted to 
force. Second, despite its 
differences with Pakistan, it did 
not side with India during the 
1965 and 1971. wars, nor did if 
exploit Pakistan's difficulties. 
Thirdly, both had observed 
restraint in their reaction to one 
another's hostile acts. Except the 
incidents of raids, border 
violations, and the rupture of 
diplomatic ties, no major 
confrontation took place on the 
border. 

Given the above facts, prospects 
for future relations do not appear 
bleak. The sooner the Afghan 
conflict is resolved, the better 
would be the prospects for a 
better perception of one another's 
point of view and for that matter 
for regional peace and security. 
Given the present stalemate and 
the continued blood-letting 
among the Afghans, the need of 
the hour is the pursuit of a 
rational and flexible approach on 
the part of all parties involved in 
the conflict — the two 
superpowers, Kabul and 
Islamabad, as well as the Afghan 
resistance groups inside the 
country, in Pakistan and Iran. The 
formation of a popular 
government representing all 
major Afghan groups seems to be 
the only feasible first step 
towards a peaceful solution of a 
decade-old conflict and till it is 
achieved, Pak-Afghan relations 
would remain tense.— COL.
